There Will Be No Conntry Clzb.

The proposed movement to establish
a “Country Club™ in the vicinity of
Manoning has aroused public sentiment
in opposition so strong that we doubt
very much if the projectors will at-
tempt to carry out their purpose. Itis
known that the law forbids the estab-
lishment of an iostitution which per-
mits the storing of intoxicants where
persons congregate to drink, such
places are declared a puisance, and
subject to severe penalties, not only so,
but where the public sentiment as mao-
ifested, is so much opposed,it would be
foolhardy for any man or set of men to
attempt to defy it.

The projectors of this club applied to
the Secretary of State for o charter to
establish a club for socizl, literary, and
charitable purposes, with the privilege
of having amusements, and other fea-
tures, but this doesnot allow features
which the law forbids, and as the stor-
ing of liquor is contrary to law, all
clubs, whether under the lockers or
otherwise are illegal, and will not be
permitted by the people of this com-
munity.

There are many who favor the legsl
sale of intoxicants who are as much op-
posed to the club scheme as are the
most ardent Prohibitionists, these will
heartily join in o prevent the estab-
lishment of a lawless institution be-
cause, they regard such as worse than
an open barroom or a dispensary. To
belong to ‘‘the club" is more enticing
to the young thanan open bar, because,
the bar is so condemned that the young,
out of regard for public sentiment, will
remain away, but with a ¢lub which is
visited by the prominent, givesto the

young a certain amount of imaginary
prestige which they will crave to get
within its portals, and disaster results.

Last Sunday the subject was taken
up and handled from the several pul-
pits. Sunday night the service at the
Baptist church was converted into 2
general mass meeting, and participated
in by members of the several churches,
as well as non-members. Charlton Du-
Rant Esq. was the prineipal speaker.
He (iscussed the liquor question thor-
oughly, and his remarks met with the
approval of the entire congregation.
Rev. J. A. Ansley, Capt. D. J. Brad-
bam, Mr. A. S. Briggs, Mr. F. C.
Thomas, and others also discussed the
matter forcibly, and made it clear that
the contemplated country club was not
desired, and would not be tolerated.

At the conclusion of the meeting the
following resolution was adopted unan-
imously.

Be it resolved, by the members of the
several Christian churches, and citi-
zens of Manning, assembled in Mar-
ning Baptist Church, that we put our-
selves on record as being opposed to
the establishment of the Clarendon
Country Club, or any other place for
the sale or dJistribution of alcobolic
liquor, and pledge ourselves to support
all lawful efforts to prevent the same.

The dispensary samples sent
to the Orangeburg board of con-
trol were stolen, and as that
county was very close in the
vote to re-establish the dispen-
sary the question is asked, who
took the liguor?
